icre. He came to Rhinelander in 
18SS and entered the present mill as 
Mr. Itohhin'K partner. Mr. Kobbins 
came here in ISSfi and for 15 years 
previous was engaged in logging on 
the Muskcgon 
river in Michigan.

Teach the OhiWron to Endure Hard- 


ships with Fortitude. 


At the present time so much is said 


about thc duty of manifesting sympa- 
thy, especially toward children iu the 
little misfortunes which ticura to them 
so (jreut, that wo arc led to wonder 
whether there is not danger of sliow- 
in;; too much pity? Whether our too 
free and roady expressions of compas- 
sion or sympathy may not tend to 
weaken the. resolution and force which 
iscssetitiul to heroism? Anil to consider 
if the Isittor Ixs not too grand a quality 
to Ix-, thus imperiled? 


In ;v certain family of young people 


ot ixll n^cs, from four to eighteen 
years, tho features of heroic endurance 
in all things, hoth physical and moral, 
is so marked a. trait as to excite the 
wondering aclmiration of all beholders. 
At the same time the children are as 
tender of heart and compassionate as 
they are brave. Their parents are the 
one of old 
New England I'uritan 


stock the other of purely Huguenot de- 
scent, thus the inhcvitanee of tender- 
ness and strength come alike from 
both. One might say that it was all a 
mere mutter of inherited qualities but 
for thc fact that two of the eight chil- 
dren had been adopted by a childless 
sister of tho mother, and in thcr.e two, 
while the inherent courage would conic 
to tlie front in cases of severe trial, it 
but rarely showed itself in the small 
frets n-nd' accidents of daily life.

Suffering of any sort, not i,c 


borne, is debilitating, enervating-, de- 
structive. 


How much of future strength de- 


pends upon early training in the exer- 
cise of true courage, comparatively fe.vi 
seem to remember. It is so easy tc 
pity, caress and openly sympathise 
with a sobbing child; so hard to trcal 
its hurts—whether moral or physical— 
with a touch as firm as lender; being 
brave, that the child may also 1* 
brave. Yet it is as undoubtedly a dulj 
to teach fortitude as it 13 to teach truth- 
fulness.

THE'STRANGE FRIENDSHIP OF EM 


ERSON AND CARLYLE. 


Their TI«!W« Were Almost Diametrically 


Opiwiccl—Dissimilar 
In T«-«li>crn»ieiit 


and 
TantM—Illsllhi-il

The friendship of Goethe and Schiller, 


of Beaumont and Fletcher, of Irving 
and Paiilding, of Snenitcs and Plato, 
have often l:een noticed as among the, 
friendships of literary or philosophical 
minds. 
Bui pet-hup.* one of tlin strangest lit- 


erary friendships \va.s t'.io lifelong inti- 
ninr-.y between limors.m and Carlyle. 


This intimacy was not fostered by per- 


sonal contact, for Kmerson and Carlyle 
met each oilier only upon two or three 
occasions. A l l l h i i r lives a wide ocean 
of space divided them, and a wide ocean 
of tastes and temperament. It would 
be hard to find two ni»n who weru more 
totally unlike. Carlyle c was fierce, tu- 
multuous, the most, terrific scold in all 
history. Emerson was mild and Ixmig- 
Iiant as an afternoon in Septein!>er. Car- 
lyle frowned like a thunder cloud, and 
Emerson glowed like a sunburst. 


Carlyle seemed to despair of tho fu- 


ture of the race and believe- that the 
crazy old world was ratlin;; on tho 
down grade to destruction. Emerson 
was ono of the most persistent optimists 
in all history. The past looked great to 
him, the present looked grand aud the 
futuie looked grander. Carlyle's stylo 
waa jnrky, explosive and smashed to- 
gether like a railroad wreck. Emerson's 
style was compact, smooth and epigram- 
matic. Carl vie wrote Ions histories like 
"Frederick tho Great" and the "French 
Revolution." which read like a long 
drawn out series of spasms, as it' thi-ir 
author's pan was afilicted with I ho St. 
Vitus dance. Emerson wrote short. com- 
pact, essays, in which every thought was 
packed in the smallest possible compass. 


The views of these I wo men were al- 


most diametrically opposed. Carlyle. es- 
pecially in his later days, seemed to 
believe in an absolute monarchy. Ho ad- 
mired tho czar of Russia. Hi-* great his- 
torical heroes weru men who bad ruled 
men with a hand of iron. Kincrson was 
n, firm champion of republican instiui- 
fions. 


Both Emerson and Carlyle were !--emi- 


iuvalids all their lives. But Emerson's 
invalidism only served to draw out the 
Intent, sunshine of his nature. Tho more 
lie was chastened by disease the sweeter 
grew his disposition. Carlyle's invalid- 
ism made him rage like a caged tiger. 
All Ins life long ho thundered lurid de- 
nunciations at his own stomach. Emer- 
son wished to be known as a lover of 
men; Carlylu called the public "mostly 
fools." 
Yet these two men. so dissimilar in 


their tastes and temperaments, main- 
tained a lifelong friendship, and in fact 
Emersnu and K0w:ml Jrvinsr worn :ilir>ut

up between the two men. In this corre 
spondenco Emerson was at his best, am 
Carlyle 'never was more charactcristi 
than in his letters to Emerson. He inus 
have, in his inmost heart, despised th 
theories ami thoughts expressed in Em 
ergon's books, lor his whole life was

This friendship ought to demonstrate 


that the strongest attachments grow up 
sometimes between men of entirely di- 
vergent tendencies of thought. 
Men 


seek their opiKisites for friends as they 
seek their opposites for wives. 
It is 


easy for one man to liku and respect 
another man without agreeing with 
him. It is possible, however, that iE 
Emerson and Carlyle had been thrown 
into closer intimacy they would not 
have continued their friendship so long. 


Carlyle. was not im easy man to live 


1 with, as his own wife discovered to her 


sorrow. Ho became a chronic scold. 
He found fault with his food. He: scold- 
ed if a draft of air blew too rudely upon 
his cheek. Ho was mad if a dog barked, 
a cat. mewed or a hen cackled, lie hated 
all his neighbors inversely as he loved 
himself. 
And genius as ho was. his 


style seems to indicate that lie loved 
himself very intensely. 
Emerson, on 


| the other hand, may be written as one 
' who loved his fellow man. Humanity 
had so large a place in his universe that 
them was uu room for self. 


Not fi pleasant man to live with for a 


term of years was Thomas Carlyle. It 
is doubtful if the gunny teniperainentof 
Emerson could have maintained iis sun- 
niness if brought in constant contact 
with such a human bear.—S. \Vatlerson 
Ford in Yankee Blad-..

HOW ALCHEMISTS USED TO MAKE 


IT IN THE OLDEN TIME. 


It Broaetot t* Hwt of Them aa Uchappy 


Fate—If OM Tailed to Carry Oat M 
Extravagant Pnmtff 
Ue Ixxt BU Life. 


An American Tarn, a Trick. 
It has often been stated, and with 


truth, that modern chemistry is indebted 
for much of its knowledge to th« al- 
chemists of old, whose experiments for 
the pnrpose of making gold by artifice 
were certainly extraordinary to tho ut- 
most point of absurdity. Some of them 
actually attempted to imprison the sun's 
rays, which they tried to calcine and 
powder, the rays being supjiosed to con- 


. sist of pure golden sparks. Others sought 


I to obtain the philosopher's stone, which 


waa to transmute all other metals into 


1 gold, from honey, sugar, wine, blood, and 


even rainwater. 
Dead bodies were dug 


up from their graves, and saltpeter was 
extracted from them to serve as un in- 
gredient. Still others believed that gold 
grew from seed, other metals merely fur- 
nishing a. fruitful soil iu which the yel- 
low germs developed like plants. 


In a work now rare, called the "His- 


tory of Ancient Pharmacy," it ia men- 
tioned that Raymond Nully was said to 
have transformed 50,000 pounds of mer- 
cury into gold for the English King Ed- 
ward III, and that from this supply of 
the yellow metal the first rose nobles 
were coined. The credibility of the 
story ia somewhat diminished, however, 
by the circumstance that the same mon- 
arch was soon after obliged to coin 


Winging persons who panned It to a 
Trolentdemth. Oeorge Ho nauer promised 
to transform thirty-six hundred weightof 
tron into gold for the prince of Wurteni- 
btrg. The prince detected a boy, who had 
been concealed in the laboratory, in the 
act of putting gold in the crucible.

of fraud, and on his trial it was proved 
that he had stolen gold and silver from 
the treasury of the margrave for use in 
the deception. He was condemned to be 
banged.

powder called "nsufur," which was sup 
posed to have astonishing medicinal 
value. Pretending that the art of com- 
pounding this usnfur with ottier drugs 
was a mystery known only to himself, 
he directed his patients not to permit 
the apothecaries to mis the ingredients 
of hi:; prescriptions, but to buy them, 
including the usufur, and bring them to 
him forpntling together. He mixed the 
drugs, omitting the usufur, in which 
manner he succeeded in having restored 
to him the gold powder, previously sold 
by him at » high price to the apothe- 
caries. 
The powder soon became fa- 


mous, and the quack finally offered to 
teach Duke Cosmos II of Florence the 
art of making gold. 
The duke paid 


Daniel 20,000 ducats for the secret, and 
the swindler lied to France with tho 
money. 


Count Cajetan in 1705, iu the presence 


of Frederick I of Prussia, changed one 
pound of mercury into gold by means of 
a red tincture. Subsequenlly he prom- 
ised to make $0,000,000 worth of gold in 
six weeks, but, failing to keep his word, 
he was hanged, draped iu gold leaf, 
which becai.ie the customary method of 
dealing with alchemists. The tri'in* of 
alchemists is not yet' entirely extinct. 
In 1880 an American named Wise duped 
a, memlxjr of the-Rohan family and a 
collateral descendant of the "necklace 
cardinal," whom Cagliostro deceived by 
pretending to make gold. Wise got a 
considerable sum of money from Rohan 
and decamped. Only ;v few days ago 
the writer picked up a little pamphlet 
on a bookstall in New York which con- 
tained several pages of advertisements 
of a substance for transmuting other 
metals into gold, the price being only 
five dollars.—Washington Star.

In London a section of roadway under 


the gate leading to the departure plat- 
form of the St. Pancras terminus has for 
some time past been paved with this 
material, with the effect of deadening 
the sound made when Iwing passed over 
on wheels, besides tho comfortable elas- 
ticity afforded to foot passengers.—New 
York Sun..
